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ACT 20 OF 1962 


THE KERALA FIRE FORCE ACT, 1962 
An Act to provide for the maintenance of a Fire Force for the 

State of Kerala . 

Preamble.--WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
establishment and maintenance of a Fire Force in the State 
of Kerala ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 
1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Kerala Fire Force Act, 1962 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force in any area on such date as 
the Government may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint, 
and different dates may be appointed for different areas and 
for different provisions of this Act; and any reference in any 
such provision to the area or areas in which this Act is in 
force shall be construed as a reference to the area or areas in 
which that provision is in force . 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

( a ) " Collector" means the Chief Officer in charge of the 
revenue administration of the district and includes an acting 
or officiating Collector , and also any officer appointed by the 
Government to exercise the functions of the Collector; 

( b ) " Director " means the officer appointed by the Govern 
ment as the Director of the Fire Force for the State of Kerala ; 

(c ) " fire- fighting property " includes 

(i) lands and buildings used as fire stations, 
(ii ) fire engines, equipments, tools, implements and 

things whatsoever used for fire- fighting, 
( iii) motor vehicles and ot means transport used 

in connection with fire- fighting, and 
(iv ) uniforms and badges of rank ; 

( d ) " fire- station " means any post or place declared 
generally or specially , by the Government to be a fire-station ; 

( e ) " Force" means the Kerala Fire Force maintained 
under this Act ; 


( f) " officer - in -charge of a fire-station " includes when 
the officer- in -charge of the fire-station is absent from the sta 
tion or unable from illness or other cause to perform his 
duties, the fire officer present at the station who is next in 
rank to such officer ; 

( g ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act . 


MAINTENANCE OF THE FIRE FORCE 


3. Maintenance of Fire Force. There shall be maintained by 
the Government a Fire Force to be called the Kerala Fire 
Force for services in the local areas in which this Act is in 
force. 


4. Superintendence and control of the Force.- ( 1 ) The 
superintendence and control of the Force shall vest in the 
Director and shall be carried on by him in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act and of any rules made thereunder. 

(2 ) The Government may appoint such officers as it may 
deem fit to assist the Director in the discharge of his duties. 

5. Appointment of members of the Force. - The Director 
or such other officer of the Force as the Government may 
authorise in this behalf shall appoint members of the Force 
in accordance with the rules made under this Act . 

6. Issue of certificate to members of Force.- ( 1 ) Every 
person shall, on appointment to the Force , receive a certificate 
in the prescribed form under the seal of the Director or an 
officer authorised in this behalf by the Government ; and there 
upon such person shall have the powers, functions and privileges 
of a member of the Force under this Act. 

( 2 ) The certificate referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) shall 
cease to have effect when the person named therein ceases 
for any reason to be a member of the Force ; and on his ceasing 
to be such member, he shall forthwith surrender the certificate 
to any officer empowered to receive the same. 

( 3 ) During any term of suspension , the powers , functions 
and privileges vested in any member of the Force shall be 
in abeyance, but such member shall continue to be subject to 
the same discipline and penalties as he would have been if 
he had not been suspended. 

7. Auxiliary Fire Force.- ( 1) Whenever it appears to the 
Government that it is necessary to augment the Force, it may 
raise an auxiliary Force by enrolment of volunteers for such 
areas and on such terms and conditions as it may deem fit. 

(2 ) Every such volunteer shall , receive a certificate in 
the prescribed form , have the same powers and protection , 


be liable to all such duties and penalties and be subordinate to 
the same authorities as a member of the ordinary Force. 

8. Expenditure on the Force. - The entire expenditure 
in connection with the Force shall be met out of the Consoli 
dated Fund of the State . 


CHAPTER II 


POWERS OF THE GOVERNMENT, THE DIRECTOR AND MEMBERS 

OF THE FORCE 


9 . Power of Government to make orders. The Government 
may, from time to time, make such general or special orders 
as it thinks fit 

(a ) for providing the Force with such appliances and 
equipments as it deems proper ; 

( b ) for providing adequate supply of water and for secur 
ing that it shall be available for use ; 

(c ) for constructing or providing stations or hiring places 
for accommodating the members of the Force and its fire 
fighting appliances; 

(d ) for giving rewards to persons who have given notice 
of fires and to those who have rendered effective service to 
the Force on the occasion of fires or in the discharge of its 
duties under section 26 ; 

( e) for giving compensation to persons who have rendered 
effective service to the Force in case of accidents or to the 
dependants of such persons in case of death while they were 
engaged in helping the Force in the discharge of its duties ; 

( f) for the training , discipline and good conduct of the 
members of the Force ; 

( g ) for the speedy attendance of members of the Force 
with necessary appliances and equipment on the occasion of 
any alarm of fire ; 

(h ) for sending members of the Force with appliances 
and equipment beyond the limits of any area in which this 
Act is in force for purposes of fire- fighting in the neighbourhood 
of such limits ; 

(i) for the employment of the members of the Force in 
any rescue, salvage or other similar work ; 

(j) for regulating and controlling the powers, duties and 
functions of the Director ; and 

(k ) generally for the maintenance of the Force in a due 
state of efficiency .

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10. Powers of members of the Force on occasion of fire. 
( 1 ) On the occasion of fire in any area in which this Act 
is in force, any member of the Force who is in charge of 
fire - fighting operations on the spot may 

( a ) remove, or order any other member of the Force 
to remove , any person who by his presence interferes with or 
impedes the operation for extinguishing the fire , or for sav 
ing life or property ; 

(b ) close any street or passage in or near which a fire 
is burning ; 

( c) for the purpose of extinguishing fire, break into or 
through or pull down, any premises for the passage of hose 
or appliances or cause them to be broken into or through or 
pulled down , doing as little damage as possible ; 

(d ) require the authority in charge of water -supply in 
the area to regulate the water mains so as to provide water 
at a specified pressure at the place where fire has broken out 
and utilise the water of any stream , cistern , well or tank or 
of any available source of water, public or private for the 
purpose of extinguishing or limiting the spread of such fire ; 

( e ) exercise the same powers for dispersing an assembly 
of persons likely to obstruct the fire-fighting operations as if 
he were an officer -in -charge of a police station and as if 
such an assembly were an unlawful assembly and shall be 
entitled to the same immunities and protection as such an 
officer , in respect of the exercise of such powers ; 

(f) generally take such measures as may appear to 
him to be necessary for extinguishing the fire or for the pro 
tection of life or property . 

(2 ) Any damage done on the occasion of fire by members 
of the Force in the due discharge of their duties shall be 
deemed to be damage by fire within the meaning of any policy 
of insurance against fire. 

11. Power of Director to make arrangements for supply of 
water.— The Director may, with the previous sanction of the 
Government, enter into an agreement with the authority in 
charge of water-supply in any area for securing an adequate 
supply of water in case of fire, on such terms as to payment 
or otherwise as may be specified in the agreement. 

12. Power of Director to enter into arrangements for 
assistance . - The Director may , with the previous sanction of 
the Government, enter into arrangements with any person who 
employs and maintains personnel, or keeps equipments for fire 
fighting purposes, to secure, on such terms as to payment or 
otherwise as may be provided by or under the arrangements, 
the personnel or the equipment or any other assistance, for 
the purpose of dealing with fire in any area in which this 
Act is in force . 
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13. Preventive measures.- ( 1 ) The Government may , by 
notification in the Gazette , require owners or occupiers of 
premises in any area or of any class of premises used for 
purposes which in its opinion are likely to cause a risk of 
fire, to take such precautions as may be specified in such 
notification . 

( 2 ) Where a notification has been issued under sub - sec 
tion ( 1 ) , it shall be lawful for the Director or any officer of 
the Force authorised by the Government in this behalf to 
direct the removal of objects or goods likely to cause a risk 
of fire, to a place of safety; and on failure of the owner or 
occupier to do so , the Director or such officer may , after giv 
ing the owner or occupier a reasonable opportunity of making 
representation , seize, detain or remove such objects or goods . 


CHAPTER III 
ACQUISITION OF FIRE FIGHTING PROPERTY 
14. Prohibition against transfer of fire fighting properly .- 
No local authority of any area in which this Act is in force 
shall, transfer or otherwise part with any fire fighting pro 
perty without the previous sanction of the Government. 

15. Requisitioning of fire fighting Property .- (1 ) The 
Director or any member of the Force who is in charge of a fire 
fighting operation may, if in his opinion it is necessary so to 
do for the purpose of extinguishing fire in any area , requisition 
and take possession of any fire fighting property in the posses 
sion of any local authority or any institution or individual. 

( 2 ) As soon as may be after the fire fighting operations 
are over the Director or the member in charge of the fire 
fighting operation , as the case may be, shall release the pro 
perty taken possession of under sub-section ( 1 ) from requisition 
and restore the same to the local authority, institution or 
individual from whose possession such property was taken . 

(3 ) Where any fire fighting property is requisitioned 
under sub - section ( 1 ) , there shall be paid to the owner of such 
property compensation the amount of which shall be deter 
mined in accordance with the principles hereinafter set out, 
that is to say 

( a ) where the amount of compensation can be fixed 
by agreement between the Director and the owner of the fire 
fighting property , it shall be paid in accordance with such 
agreement; 

( b ) where no such agreement can be reached , the 
Director shall refer the matter to the Munsiff having jurisdic 
tion over the area in which the fire fighting property was kept 
and the Munsiff shall after hearing the parties and such other 
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persons as he deems necessary to hear , fix the amount of com 
pensation taking into consideration the rent which the fire 
fighting property would normally fetch if rented cut for a 
similar purpose. The order of the Munsiff fixing the amount 
of compensation shall be final. 

16. Acquisition of fire fighting property .- ( 1 ) If, after 
making such inquiry and investigation as it deems necessary 
and after giving the local authority an opportunity to make its 
representations, the Government is of opinion that the standard 
of efficiency of the fire fighting personnel and equipmentmain 
tained by the local authority is not adequate to meet the normal 
requirements of the area , the Government may acquire the 
fire fighting property of the local authority by publishing in 
the Gazette a notice to the effect that the Government has 
decided to acquire such property on payment of compensation ; 
a copy of such notice shall also be served on the local authority. 

(2 ) When a notice as aforesaid is published in the Gazette, 
the property specified in such notice shall on and from the 
beginning of the date on which the notice is so published , vest 
absolutely in the Government fre from all encumbrances. 

17. Principles and method of determining compensation. 
( 1) The Director or any officer authorised by the Government 
shall as soon as may be after the publication of the notice 
under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 16 determine the amount of 
compensation payable in respect of the fire fighting property 
based on the market value of the property on the date of publi 
cation of the said notice , that is to say , the price which it would 
have fetched in the open market if it had been sold on that 
date : 

Provided that before determining the amount of compensa 
tion , the Director or the officer , as the case may be , shall give 
the local authority an opportunity to state what in its opinion 
is a fair compensation . 

( 2 ) The Director or the officer, as the case may be, shall, 
after determining the amount of compensation payable, give 
notice to the local authority of the amount of compensation 
so determined . 

18. Reference to Court.If the local authority agrees to 
accept the amount so determined , it shall be paid in accordance 
with such agreement. If the local authority does not agree 
to accept the amount the Director or the officer, as the case 
may be, shall refer the matter to the court of the subordinate 
judge having jurisdiction over the area in which the property 
is situate, and the court shall, after hearing the parties and 
such other persons as it deems necessary to hear , determine the 
amount of compensation which appears to it to be just ; and 
in fixing the amount of compensation the court shall have 
regard to the market value of the property on the date of issue 
of notice referred to in sub - section ( 1 ) of section 16 . 
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19. Appeal. - Where the Government or a local authority 
is aggrieved by the decision of the Court under section 18 , it 
may within thirty days from the date of such decision prefer 
an appeal to the High Court. 


CHAPTER IV 


PENALTIES 


or 


20. Penalty for violation of duty etc.--Any member of the 
Force who 
( a ) is found to be guilty of any violation of duty or wilful 

breach of any provision of this Act or any rule or 

order made thereunder , or 
(b ) is found to be guilty of cowardice, or 
(c ) withdraws from the duties of, or resigns, his office 

without permission or without having given previous 

notice of at least two 
(d ) being absent on leave fails without reasonable cause 

to report himself for duty on the expiration of such 

leave , or 
( e ) accepts any other employment or office in contraven . 

tion of the provisions of section 24, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to 
three months or with fine which may extend to an amount not 
exceeding three months pay of such member or with both . 

21. Failure to take precautions. - Whoever fails without 
reasonable cause to comply with any of the requirements speci 
fied in a notification issued under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 
13 or of a direction issued under sub -section ( 2 ) of that section 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to five hundred 
rupees. 

22. Wilfully obstructing fire fighting operations. Any person 
who wilfully obstructs or interferes with any member of 
the Force who is engaged in fire- fighting operations shall be 
punishable with imprisonment which may extend to three 
months or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees 
or with both . 


CHAPTER V 
GENERAL AND MISCELLANEOUS 


23. Training Centres.- The Government may establish and 
maintain one or more training centres in the State for pro 
viding courses of instruction in the prevention and extinguish 
ment of fire and may close down or re-establish any such 
centre .

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24 . Bar to other employment. - No member of the Force 
shall engage in any employment or office whatsoever other 
than his duties under this Act unless expressly permitted to 
do so by the Director. 

25. Transfer to other area . The Director or any officer 
authorised by the Government in this behalf may, on the 
occasion of a fire or other emergency in any neighbouring area 
in which this Act is not in force, order the despatch of the 
members of the Force with necessary appliances and equip 
ments to carry on fire fighting operations in such neighbouring 
area and thereupon all the provisions of this Act and the rules 
made thereunder shall apply to such area , during the period of 
fire or emergency or during such period as the Director may 
specify. 

26. Employment on other duties. It shall be lawful for the 
Government or any officer authorised by it in this behalf to 
employ the Force in any rescue , salvage or other work for 
which it is suitable by reason of its training , appliances and 
equipment. 

27. Liability of owner of property to pay compensation. 
(1 ) Any person whose property catches fire on account of any 
action of his own or of his agent done deliberately or negli 
gently shall be liable to pay compensation to any other person 
suffering damages to his property on account of any action 
taken under section 10 of this Act by any officer mentioned 
therein or any person acting under the authority of such officer. 

(2 ) All claims under sub- section ( 1 ) shall be preferred 
to the Collector within thirty days from the date when the 
damage was caused . 

( 3 ) The Collector shall, after giving the parties an oppor 
tunity of being heard, determine the amount of compensation 
due and pass an order stating such amount and the person 
liable for the same and the order as passed shall be subject 
to an appeal to the District Judge having jurisdiction over the 
area in which the property is situate. The order 30 passed 
shall have the force of a decree of a Civil Court. 

28. Inquiry into origin of fire and report to Government. 
Where any fire has occurred within any area in which this Act 
is in force , the Collector shall ascertain the fact as to the origin 
and cause of such fire and shall make a report thereon to the 
Government. 


29. Power to obtain information . Any officer of the Force 
not below the rank of an officer in charge of a fire -station may 
for the purpose of discharging his duties under this Act re 
quire the owner or occupier of any building or other property 
to supply information with respect to the character of such 
building or other property , the available water -supplies and 
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the means of access thereto and other material particulars 
and such owner or occupier shall furnish all the information 
in his possession . 

30. Power of entry .- ( 1 ) The Director or any member of the 
Force authorised by him in this behalf may enter any of the 
places specified in any notification issued under section 13 for 
the purpose of determining whether precautions against fire 
required to be taken on such place have been so taken . 

( 2 ) Save as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, no 
claim shall lie against any person for compensation for any 
damage necessarily caused by any entry made under sub 
section ( 1 ) . 

31. Consumption of water . - No charge shall be made by any 
local authority for water consumed in fire fighting operations 
by the Force. 

32. No compensation for interruption of water supply. 
No authority in charge of water-supply in an area shall be 
liable to any claim for compensation for damage by reason of 
any interruption of supply of water occasioned only by com 
pliance of such authority with the requirement specified in 
clause ( d ) of section 10 . 

33. Police Officers to aid . It shall be the duty of police 
officers of all ranks to aid the members of the Force in the 
discharge of their duties under the Act. 

34. Indemnity .-- No suit, prosecution or other legal pro 
ceedings shail lie against any person for anything which is in 
good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this 
Act or any rule or order made thereunder. 
35. Power to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Government may, by 

notification in the Gazette , make rules for carrying 

out the purposes of this Act. 
( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality 

of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for 
( a ) the number and grades of officers and members of 

the Force ; 
(b ) the manner of appointment of members of the 

Force ; 
( c ) the form of the certificate to be issued to the 

members of the Force ; 
( d ) the conditions of service of the members of Force 

including their ranks, pay and allowances, hours of 
duty and leave , maintenance of discipline and re 
moval from service ; 
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( e ) the circumstances in which and the conditions 

subject to which members of the Force may be 
despatched to carry on fire fighting operations in 
neighbouring areas beyond the limits of the area in 

which this Act is in force ; 
(f) the conditions subject to which members of the 

Force may be employed on rescue , salvage or other 

work ; 
( g ) the manner of service of notice under this Act ; 
( h ) the payment of rewards or compensation to persons, 

not being members of the Force, who render services 

under clause ( d ) or clause ( e ) of section 9 ; 
( i) the compensation payable to members of the Force 

in case of accidents or to their dependants in case 

of death while engaged on duty ; 
( j) for the employment of members of the Force or 

use of any equipment outside the area or on special 

services; and 
(k ) any other matter which is to or may be pre 

scribed . 
(3 ) All rules made under this Act shall be laiá , for not 
less than fourteen days, before the Legislative Assembly , as soon 
as possible after they are made and shall be subject to such 
modifications, whether by way of repeal or amendment, as the 
Legislative Assembly may make during the session in which 
they are so laid or the session immediately following.

Admission Tickets will be sent to the Chief Superintendents of the 
centres and the candidates are requested to obtain their Hall Tickets 
from the Chief Superintendents of the centres concerned three days 
before the commencement of the examination . The Admission Ticket 
should be produced for verification before the Chief Superintendent of 
the centre on every day before the commencement of each session of the 
examination or whenever required by the Assistant or Chief Superin 
tendent. No separate Admission Ticket will be sent for the practical 
examinations and Admission Tickets issued for the written examination 
should be used for the practical examination also . 

As the certificates of the successful candidates are issued through 
the Chief Superintendents of the centres where they take the Theory 
tests, the candidates are advised to preserve the Hall tickets to be pro 
duced before the Chief Superintendent at the time of receiving the 
certificates. 

As this office cannot take cognisance of any change of address after 
the applications are submitted , the candidates must make their own 
arrangements with the Postmaster concerned to get their correspondence 
redirected . 

The non -receipt of a hall ticket will not be sufficient reason to be 
absent from the examination and then claim any reſund. If the hall 
ticket is not received the candidates may proceed to the centre of the 
examination as recorded in their application and after giving a declara 
tion to the Chief Superintendent to the effect that they have applied 
for the examination in time, may appear for the examination . 

Regulations to be observed by the candidates 
No candidatewill be allowed to enter the examination hall unless 
he wears a clean and decent dress ., 

No candidate suffering from any contagious disease will be 
admitted to the examination hall . 

Candidates are requested to note carefully the particulars noted 
in the Admission Ticket and satisfy themselves whether they tally 
with those given by them in their applications for admission to the 
Examinations, so that any alteration with regard to their initials, 
name or class of community or any other correction that may appear 
necessary might be pointed out by them in writing to the Chief 
Superintendent. 
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If any candidate changes his/her centre of examination without 
the previous sanction of this office or appears for the examination after 
giving a false declaration before the Chief Superintendent, his /her 
candidature will be cancelled and further disciplinary action taken 
against the candidate. In all cases where permission has been granted 
for any ch inge of centre the memorandum or letter permitting the 
change should be produced before the Chief Superintendent. 

Candidates in all the subjects must bring with them for use in 
the examination their own rulers, erasers, pens, pencils and ink . 

Candidates appearing for the practical examination in which the 
use of tools etc. is required should bring their own tools etc. for the 
examination . 

Candidates taking the practical examinations should handle very 
carefully the apparatus, machinery, instruments, looms, shuttles, etc. 
that are entrusted to them in connection with the practical exam 
inations should avoid any damage or breakage due to their negligence, 
as otherwise the loss due to the damage or breakage will be recovered 
in full from the concerned candidates. 

Candidates are expected to be in their seats in the examination 
hall at least five minutes before the time fixed for giving out the 
question papers. No candidate will be allowed to quit the examination 
hall before ihe expiry of half an hour from the time fixed for the 
commencement of the examination and candidates arriving after half an 
hour will not be admitted for the examination .

and will not be allowed to sit for the remaining papers of the examina 
tion and a detailed report should be sent immediately to the Secretary, 
Board for I ublic Examinations. 

Candidates are forbidden from noting down anything on the 
question p:iper and they are not allowed to take any papers, except 
their question paper and Admission Ticket out of the examination hall. 

Candi lates should write their answers on both sides of the paper 
supplied to them and they will receive the necessary instruction on this 
point in the examination hall from the Chief Superintendent of the 
examinations. 

No candidate will be allowed to exceed the time assigned to each 
paper . 
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As soon as candidates have finished writing their answers and wihs 
to give up hetir answer papers, or at the end of the period prescribed 
for each particular part of the examination , they should rise up from 
their seats and remain standing until one of the Superintendents has 
gone up to them and has received their answer papers. 

Any candidate who doesnot behave properly towards the Chief

No information can be furnished in regard to the results of 
candidate in any subject or in regard to the marks obtained by him or 
in regard to the particular section or sub division in which he may 
have failed . The names of successful candidates in each subject 
arranged in two classes, First and Second , will be published in the 
Kerala Gazette in due course . The pass list for each grade of a subject 
as published in the Gazette is complete and final. 

Applications from or on behalf of unsuccessful candidates asking 
for information as to the cause of failure or for a revalution of the 
answer papers will not be attended to . No re-valuation of anwer paper 
is permissible .

LOWER SECONDARY SCHOLARSHIP EXAMINATION , 

1962. (Cochin Area) 
The Lower Secondary Scholarship Examination will be conducted 
on Wednesday the 19th September 1962 and the succeeding day at the 
following centres in the former Cochin area . The Time Table for the 
Examination is given below . The Heads of Schools in which the Exa 
mination is conducted will be the Chief Superintendents of the Centre 
concerned . 

2. First Year pupils of Standard V (new ) of 1962-63 are eligible to 
sit for the Examination . The Heads of Schools will select 10 per cent 
of the best pupils of the above category for the Examination . No ſee 
will be levied from the candidates appearing for the Examination . 

2 : (a ) Details of Cominunity such as Schedule Caste, Schedule 
Tribes , Christian Converts, Other Backward Communities , etc. should 
also be noted in the A list by the Heads of Institutions presenting the 
candidates for the examination . 

The natives of former Cochin area are alone eligible for Lower 
Secondary Scholarship Examination . 

3. Selected candidates will be examined in Malayalam /Tamil, 
Arithmetic and General Knowledge and Scholarships will be awarded 
according to merits as provided for in the Cochin Education Code 
Volume 1. 

The Heads of Schools concerned will obtain the certificates of 
income from the pupils who wish to be considered for the poor scholar 
ship before they are admitted for the Examination . Those certificates of 
income are to be submitted to the Director of Public Instruction when 
they are called for. The income limit prescribed in this case is below 
Rs. 900 per annum . In case no certificate of income is produced before 
the Examination , their cases will not be considered for the award of poor 
scholarships. However their chance for the merits scholarships will not 
be barred. 

4. The following are the Scholarships available for award on the 
result of the Lower Secondary Scholarship Examination : 

(1) 12 Lower Secondary Scholarships of the monthly value of 
Rs. 3 cach tenable for 3 years. 

(2) . 12 Lower Secondary Scholarships to Backward and 
depressed classes tenable for 3 years at Rs. 2 . 

( 3) 50 Ialf free scholarships tenable for 3 years on the basis of 
poverty . 

(4 ) Muslim Girl s stipend for 19 (12 State and 7 Cranga 
nore) at Rs. 2 . 

(5 ) Jewish Girls stipend for 5 at Rs. 2. 

(6 ) Two Anglo Indian L. S. Scholarship . One boy and one 
Girl at Rs. 2. 
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5. List of Candidates in the prescribed form which will be sent to 
the Schools through the Assistant Educational Officers concerned 
should be submitted so as to reach this Office not later than 30th July 
1962. Lists received after this date will be rejected. 

6. Question papers in languages will not be based on any text book 
but will only be general. Portions in Arithmetic will be based on 
syllabi for Standard IV .
